PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12. — With 


nearly 1,000 of the city's 1200 saloons 
closed, every known disorderly houee 
and gambling establishment out of 
business and the bottleggers driven to 
cover as a result' of the intensive po- 
lice campaign for the elimination of 
vice and Crime, Brigr General Smed- 
ley D. Butler, director of public saf- 
ety, 
today turned _ .his attention to 


banditry and other forms of lawless- 
ness. General Butler said he _was sa- 
tisfied that at least' 80 per cent, of 
the place* where vice flourished be- 
fore the drive started had been wip- 
ed out. 


"When I say that we are' turning 


our efforts to attacking 'banditry," 
said -the general, "I do not mean that 
we are going to relax our vigilance to- 
wards vice. We 
have mosrt of the 
saloons and dives closed and we are 
going to see that they stay closed. It 
Is my intention to institute and vice 
drive at leas once every week and keep 
1 up until these places are afraid to 
reopen. 
We will raid and keep on 


raiding as long- as there Is a saloon or 
dive illegally operating." 


j In outlining his plans to curb-band- 
itry, Director Butler said that arms 
guards and observation booths would 
be placed at all the 21 entrances an-d 
exits of Philadelphia to prevent the 
escape of high-waymen and to check 
up on persons entering the "city. Sta- 
tioned at 'each of these outposts will 
be an armored motor car, detectives 
with sawed off shot guns, motorcycle 
policemen and a permanent sentry, 
whose duty, trill be to see that no sus- 
picious -looking character 'passes In or 
out of the city -vrithoui>insp_ection. 


Observation booths will be equip- 


ped with telephones and radio com- 
munication connecting directly with

vate practice of law provides for him 
a better living than the surprisingly 
meagre salary which Virginia has" 


fit to allow Its Supreme court 


The present salary, we are 


seen 
j-uag-es. 
arfvised is 54,500 and the bills which 
-srere introduced yesterday In both. 
House and Senate, provide lor sal- 
aries of S7.5GO -with the 
presiding 


jurist ST.709. 


The salary now in force is not com- 


petent when, compared with the ad- 
var.ce made in the living scale. A 
feiv >ears ago it was a reasonable 
compensation and afforded a decent 
living.

Mexico. At the same time it brings 
out that the action of the United 
States toward other nations on this 
continent has to be judged not so 
much by strict lines of theory as by 
practice in meeting emergency.

fair, the acquirement of a route for 
the great canal, the method of inter- 
vention used by President Roosevelt 
had an effect so disquieting upon the 
South American nations as to require 
years, and a money settlement with 
Colombia, to overcome it. 
In that 


case the United States in effect sup- 
ported a revolution and secession 
against a neighbor. In this latest in- 
stance the 
Hughes-Coohdge 
policy- 


puts us in the position of supporting 
the Mexican government against rev- 
olutionists. 


So it will be seen that the action of 


the "Washington Government is vent- 
uring upon very delicate ground. 
It 


is, by Mr. Hughes' own definition, in- 
tervention in the affairs of a neigh- 
bor. The Wilson policy toward Mex- 
ico •;sa;w;-;jha£ country em'erge from a 
revolutionary period and get upbn a 
plane of peace. It witnessed the re- 
storation of the confidence of South 
America in us after the Colombia in- 
cident. 
Regardless of how the "Wil- 


son methodes may be defined or class- 
ified, their effect was without paral- 
lel in winning the friendship of our 
South American neighbors, as shown 
by the way the latter followed our 
leadership in the "World "War. If the 
"Wilson action toward Mexico -was in- 
tervention, then it was most skillful 
intervention, holding not 
only the 


friendship of that country, but also 
that of our other neighbors. 


Will the Hughes-Coolidge poHcy do 


as much?

ninny l.'iymen to refer to poisoning of 
the blood stream by absorption of 
waste matter from the Intestines. 
This, o£ course, brings up the condi- 
tion of intestinal obstruction, or a. 
fsovero case of- constipation. 


Jn reality this is not true. There 
are rare cases, perhaps, when con- 
ditions o fthis kind happen and. pro- 
duce trouble, but not real autoin- 
toxication. 
It is possible In severe 
cases of strangulated hernia (com- 
plete bowel obstruction) or in rare 
cases of peritonitis. Even then it la 
doubted by many leading- physicians 
if the poisoning of the system may 
be attributed to absorption from the 
intestines. 
* 


In my observation, the poisoning la 


due more to septic matter, whi£h is 
the result of putrefaction in the gan- 
grenous tissues of the system. 
That there is such a condltiort 
most medical men admit. The real 
scientific definition of this condition 
in rather vague. 
It m?-"- therefore 


be described as a kind of self-poison- 
ing, which occurs In the body when 
certain processes Interfere with the 
system's growth and repair (meta- 
bolism). 
Diabetes will cause this 


condition, also certain acid conditions 
of/ the blood. 
Blood condition, par- 


tial coma in advanced stages of dia- 
betes, uremic poisoning, all have the 
symptoms of what is usual'y called 
•self-poisoning of what is usually self- 
poisoning or autointoxication. 


The real scientific conception of 
this trouble does -not lend itself to 
any fixed cause, definition or particu- 
lar treatment 
There is always pres- 


ent, 
in any case where autointoxica- 


tion may be said to exist, a lack of 
oxyg-enation. If the self-poisoning is 
due to this agent, or rather lack of. 
it, one can readi'y avoid it by proper 
exercise and open air in most cases.

If you 
cannot repair the brakes yourself, 
take the car to the .nearest garage.' 


At least once a month make a tho-

NEW .*->RIC, Jan. 12.—Ari import- 
ant advance In the X-ray treatment 
of certain forms of cancer has been 
made possible by a new type of "X-- 
ray tube, according to Dr. ^Francis C. 
"Wood, Director of the Crp6ker In- 
stitute of Cancer Research *f Colum- 
bia University, New York 
5The new- 


tube radiates ti\ e 
or six times as 
many curative rays as the old type of 
tube, which means that patidbts need 
be exposed to th erays only tbout 20 
minutes instead of two or thrpe hours 
as at present; that five or six times^ 
as many patients can be treated in 
a day by each equipment; and that 
the cost of each treatment is corres- 
pondingly reduced. 
"The ne'w tube, which was made 


especialy for me by the research en- 
gineers of the "Westinghouse Lamp 
Company," states Dr. Wood, "is cap- 
abe of giving out five or six times 
the amount of X-rays which the or- 
dinary tube does. It will enable spe- 
cialists to treat a very much larger 
number of people and treat 
them 
much more effectively than 
can be 


done at present. Exposures 
of two 
or thre ehours are now-, necessary, 
hut the new tube shortens this time 
to twenty minutes and will be an im- 
mense benefit to sufferers from can- 
cer."Another advantage 
of the new 


tube is its longer life The present
